C tn irrM Urged to C onstruct a 
B re a k w a te r T here. 


W a s h in g t o n , M arch 2 .—The report 
of the survey made by Engineer A. 
H . H . Benyuard.with a view to build­ 
ing a breakw ater at San Pedro harbor, 
has been transm itted to Congress. 
The engineer warmly recommends 
th e construction of a breakwater, ex­ 
pressing his belief th a t it would cer­ 
tainly protect the anchorage of steam - 
ors ana other deep-water vessels. 
In 
addition to this the structure would 
allow of the building of wharves along 
the westerly shore of tho haj' in which 
deep-water vessels might lie safely and 
discharge their cargoes free from the 
expense now entailed by lighterage. 
Mr. Benyuard.states th at most of the 
stone required could bo obtained from 
tho Santa Catalina islands. The total 
cost of the breakwater is estim ated at 
$4,045,700. 
This estim ate is based 
upon the supposition that the funds 
for carrying on the work would be 
provided in such sum s that the stone 
could be conveyed from the island to 
the bay, a distance of about 18 miles, 
on barges provided for that purpose. 
If lighters have to be employed the 
expense would he considerably in­ 
creased. 
E. II. M eodell, Colonel of 
Engineers, adds his indorsem ent of 
the proposition.

Arthur Explains the Posi­ 
tion of the Strikers. 


NO SURREND ER 
ADVOCATED. 


Tlie C om pany D oing A ll in Its 


P ow er to P rev en t a Tie- 
Up on th e It olid.

C h i c a g o , March 2 .— Arthur and his 
lieutenants and the officers on the 
Burlington ro .d both report no im ­ 
portant developments on the strike 
situation this morning. 
The road 
claims to be making steady gains in 
the fight; that the passenger service 
is practically the same as before the 
strike,aud that it is moving freight on 
every division of the line to-day, and 
that not one of the Reading men 
whom it employed in the strikers’ 
places had deserted. 
At the Brotherhood headquarters it 
was learned that men will be sent to 
the Pennsylvania regions, where they 
will endeavor to pursuade the Broth­ 
erhood men on the Reading road to 
carry out their part of the bargain 
made between the Chief A rthur and 
the Knights of Labor yesterday. 
It 
was also learned 
that unless the 
Northwestern and St. Paul, Chicago 
and Alton, and the Chicago and Illi­ 
nois roads cease aiding the Burling­ 
ton road in the passenger business, as 
it is claimed they have been doing, 
a ftrike will be ordered on their lines. 
A conference of the officials of these 
lines mentioned will be held to-inor 
row afternoon. 


s it u a t io n in t h e m o r n in g . 
The agreem ent between the Broth­ 
erhood of Engineers and Firem en and 
the Knights of Labor had no apparent 
effect on the num ber of applicants at 
the Burlington offices this morning. 
Tho majority of the men, however, 
look inore like firemen than engi­ 
neers. 
The officials of the company 
claim that the situation is steadily 
improving. 
Fourteen 
passenger 
trains were sent out from Chicago to­ 
day and sixteen came in. 
The com­ 
pany commenced running coal trains 
on t/ie Chicago division to-day, and 
claim that they are running local 
freight trains 
on most parts 
of 
their 
system. 
At 
the 
round­ 
house on Twelfth street the foreman 
said to a reporter to-day: “ 1 am tired 
of looking at some of the men who are 
employed to take the places of the 
strikers. 
1 he engines are in a hor­ 
rible shape. Three of our finest loco­ 
motives are ruined and others are 
badly broken dow n.”

r e a s o n s f o r t h e s t r i k e . 
Chief Engineer A rthur to-night gave 
out a long stutem ent concerning the 
position of the engineers and firemen 
as to the present attitude toward the 
Bnrlington road. 
In it he eays in 
part that the m en aro striking not to 
compel the railway company to pay 
them 
for 
services they do not 
perform, nor 
to 
compel 
the 
company to accept blind men to 
run engines. 
Neither do the men de­ 
mand that tho company shall furnish 
freo passes for all their relatives. The 
main issue is, shall tlie Chicago, Bur­ 
lington & Quincy railway pay the 
same wages for the same work that is 
paid by 90 per cent, in mileage of all 
the railways in the United States? 
I his is alm ost the only question at 
issue. The principle of grading men 
according to their years of service as 
usually adopted by the Chicago, Bur­ 
lington & Quincy is illogical and un­ 
just. Under that system a m an serves 
from three to five years as a fireman, 
when he 
is 
supposed 
to 
be 
an apprentice learning 
the 
rudi­ 
ments of 
engineering. 
He then 
takes a 
place 
as 
hostler, 
and 
runs an engine from the round-house, 
in which capacity he may servo for a 
year or more before he gets a switch 
engine for another year or two, when 
lie may get on the road. 
By this 
time he has served an apprenticeship 
of from five to nine years, and still the 
Company expects him to serve three 
years longer before he gets full pay. 
There is no other trade in existence 
that asked or would subm it any 
man to # the 
injustice 
of 
being 
candidate 
for a superanuated 
list before becoming a full-fledged 
master 
of 
his trade. 
There is 
practically no difference in the service 
rendeied on the tesults to the railway 
between an engineer of the first grade 
and one of the third. 
There is no 
trade or calling in which a years of 
service will quicker determ ine a m an’s 
ability, as an engineer of one year’s 
service is often better qualified to run 
an engine than one who has twenty 
year’s experience. There is one, and 
only one just rule to determ ine the 
question and th at is equal service. In 
the present controversy the engineers 
aud firemen can afford to lose the 
fight but there is r.o pcesitrie way in 
which they can recede irom their 
dem ands on the question of wages, 
exeept at the sacrifice of tbeir entire 
organization. There is no other way 
out of the difficulty but by a conces­ 
sion on the part of the company on 
tlie question of wages, or a fight to the 
bitter end.

ONE OF THE CHIEF TOPICS 
Talked of in railroad circles to-day was 
the alleged threat of the engineers and 
flremeu to extend the strike to the 
lines connecting with the Burlington 
road, if such lines sold the latter’s 
tickets. 
Tbs threat was received 
with surprise by the various officials similar reductions teten 


and representatives df the Associated 
Press, who all declared that they were 
maintaining strict neutrality in this 
direction, as well as In the m atter of 
handling the B urlin^on cars, etc. 


RECRUITS SENT F$OM CANADA. 
Up to m idnight nothing definite 
had been heard at the engineers head­ 
quarters as to w hether the Brother­ 
hood men on tlie Reading were w ith­ 
drawing from their places in compli­ 
ance with the 
arrangements with 
Chief A rthur and representatives of 
the Reading K nights.

A STATEMENT BY SWEIOABD. 


P h i l a d e l p h i a , March 2 .— General 
Superintendent Sweigard. of the Read­ 
ing Company, said this afternoon that 
the reports from the W est tolling 
about hundreds of discharged Read 
ing railroad 
engineers taking tlie 
places of the strikers on the Burling­ 
ton road were greatly exaggerated. 
Referring to tho records, Sweigard 
found that the entire num ber of loco­ 
motive engineers who left the service 
of the Philadelphia and Reading road 
during the recent labor disturbance 
was 109. 
Road Foreman Dobson and 
Master M echanic Vernon declared 
that not more than tw enty brother­ 
hood engineers were employed by the 
Reading Company during the strike. 


EFFECT ON COLORADO TRAFFIC. 


D e n v e r , Mar h 2 .—The situation of 
the Burlington to-day is unchanged 
at this point, the company sending 
out but one train, and tn at the local 
mail. They are making no attem pt 
to get eastern business, and will not 
guarantee anything. 
General Agent 
Crosby said this evening that while 
the road was doing some b siness on 
its eastern lines, he could give no idea 
to when they would begin leceiving 
freight or through passenger business 
in this city. 
'J hey had a irain in at 
4:30 this morning, consisting of six 
cars. 
The engine was run by a 
man nam ed 
Jeffreys, who some 
railroad men said 
was found on a 
ranch near MeCook. 
The same train 
was sent out at 10 o’clock this fore­ 
noon with two local mails and about 
fifteen passengers. 
The afternoon 
train from Chicago was reported three 
hours late, and is said to be the 
through K ansasCity and Omaha Mad. 
Gillen, the photographer, who took the 
train out on Wednesday, burned the 
engine so badly that it had to be side­ 
tracked at McCook in a ruined condi­ 
tion. The company officials deny that 
any of Pinkerton’s m en were em ­ 
ployed by them on tho Colorado di­ 
vision. At the committee rooms of the 
Brotherhood to-day some very encour­ 
aging telegrams were received from 
Chicago and Omaha, and the strikers 
express themselves- confident of ulti­ 
m ate success,

The va­ 
rieties were Isabella Cuboni, General 
G rant, Confuegos, Flanagan, White 
Stem,

Yellow, 
H avana, Saqua, Legrand, 
One 
Sucker 
Virginia, 
Improved 
H avana, Missouri Broadleaf, Yara, 
Goldon Leaf, W hite Builey, Connecti­ 
cut Seedleaf, W ilson’s Prolific, Fiji 
and Orinoco. 
Both manured and un­ 
m anured land was planted. 
The 
Professor says th at this is phenom e­ 
nal, and concludes that tobacco of any 
grade may be grown here, and of su­ 
perior excellence.

The A. B. East trial was resumed 
before Judge G ardiner at 9 a . m . yes­ 
terday morning. 
A. F. Randall, being called, testi­ 
fied : I reside on Boyle Heights and 
am a photograper by profession. I 
purchased Mr. 
V inette’s property 
some tim e in April, 1887. 
Mr. East 
drew up the deed and mortgage. I 
paid half cash and gave my note for 
the balance. 
(W itness here related 
having received notice from Vinette 
to the effect th at the endorsement 
through which the sale of the note 
was made was a forgery.) 


j . J . XVAMS 
Testified: 
At the time of the sale of 
M r. V inette’s property to Kandall, 1 
wax called upon to' make out the 
deeds, mortgage and note, but being 
otherwiee engaged, I sent them to Mr. 
East who did the work for them. 
ÍThe abstracts and an opinion on the 
¡tie to the property was exhibited 
an d identified as being in the haud- 
writing of A. B. Fast]. 


A. J . VIEI.E 
Being called, testified: I am a broker 
and reside in Los Angeles. 
I am ac­ 
quainted with A. B. East. 
[Note was 
exhibited and identified]. 
This note 
was brought to me by Mr. East. 
It 
was indorsed as it now is. 
Mr. E ast 
stating th at the note was his. 1 kept 
the note for some tim e, but finally 
aold it to Mr. Stoll. 
He stated to me 
he was in need of money and wished 
the am ount to close up a trade in 
Pasadena. 
I paid E ast the money, first $75, 
and soon afterwards the

This was about the first of

I re­ 
m em ber that Mr. East and Vinette 
came to my office some time in April, 
1887, with a note which they wished 
to sell. 
They left the note and ab­ 
stract with us. I think they remained 
w ith us for two days. I gave the pa­ 
pers back to Judge East. Mr. Vinette 
came to me the next day, I think, 
and said he was going to Colorado. I 
told him it was not necessary for him 
to return in order to collect the note. 
Any bank would collect. 


MRS. HEWITT 
Testified: I reside in Los Angeles 
and am acquainted with Judge East. 
In October, 1887, I was in his office 
and asked to see the note and m ort­ 
gage referred to. 
He told me the 
papers were safe in his possession. 
H e also showed me some very good 
letters of recommendation. 
I asked 
him why he did not turn over the 
Yinfttte pote, stating th at by retain­ 
ing i t ' ho was doing him self a great 
injustice, if the 
recommendations 
were trne, as both the V inettes and 
myself believed he had disposed of 
it, and to clear the m atter up it 
should at once be turned over. 
He 
refused, saying the note was safe. 
Cross-examination: I have bad re­ 
lations with Mr. East in which I have 
been very much abused. I have no 
social relations with Mr. East. 
I let 
Mr. East have money, and notw ith­ 
standing he could wear a silk hat and 
kid gloves he has entirely failed to 
repay the amount. 
If he had been a 
poor man and down in the world I 
would freely have given him the 
am ount, but it did not appear th at he 
was in such a condition as to need a 
gift. Time and again upon his prom­ 
ises I relied and called at his office, 
expecting to receive the money, but 
as many times was disappointed.

(The Randall mortgage 
was exhibited to witness and the 
writing identified as his own.

note was handed to witness and ident­ 
ified as ¿he one owned by \V. H. 
Vinette.) The endorsement" “ pav to 
the order of,” was written by me, but 
“ William H. V inette” was written by 
Mr. Vinette, in my office. The other 
endorsem ents on the note 1 think I 
made myself.

BOARD OF HEALTH. 


I n p o r t a u i l i ii s t n e a a T r a u a a c t e d 
a t Y e a t e r d a y ’a S ea* t o n . 
The Board of H ealth m et in regu­ 
lar session yesterday afternoon with 
all members present. The minutes 
of the previous session were read and 
approved and the following business 
was then transacted: 
A request was read from Mr. Brady 
asking th a t he be allowed a hearing 
on the charges which were brought 
against him , and on which he lost his 
position as keeper of the pest house. 
Mr. Collins 
moved 
that he be 
heard, but Mr. Brady said that he 
was not ready and would ask a post­ 
ponement for one week. 
Granted. 
Dr. Reese, the health officer, re 
ported that all was going well as re­ 
gards the smallpox, there being but 
two cases reported. 
He als> stated 
that the pest house had been made as 
comfortable as possible 
and 
was 
amply sufficient 
for all needs at 
present. 
Mr. Collins stated that he had been 
given to understand th at Mr. Brady 
had knowledge of some purchases 
made by certain persons for goods to 
be used at the pest-house, and he 
would like th at gentleman to tell 
what he meant by the insinuation. 
Mr. Brady said he had made no 
such insinuations, but did say he had 
examined a stove which had been 
Ímrchased and found it was very de- 
ective on the day it was purchased. 
A letter was 
received from Dr. 
Thompson in which he said the stove 
in question was in good order and was 
a first-class piece of furniture. 
Mr. Collins said he had purchased 
the stove and had doi.e so under in­ 
structions from the Board of Health 
and not under the supervision of Mr. 
Brady, and therefore if Mr. Brady 
did not like his purchase, he could 
not help it. 
As Dr. Cohn could not be present 
nexi session, the investigation was 
postponed for two weeks instead of 
one, and Mr. Brady was instructed 
that if he had any charges against the 
Board of H ealth or any of its mem­ 
bers, he must make them in writing 
and furnish each member with a copy. 
The following petition was then re­ 
ceived and re a d : 
The Mayor and Council o f the City 
of L ob Angelen, Cal : 
W e ,.............................. 
the undersigned, citizens and 
property-ownere, would most respect­ 
fully pray your honorable body to 
take im mediate action looking to the 
removal of the pest house, now lo­ 
cated on a main line of travel, adjoin­ 
ing Victor H eights on the north and 
the M ount Lookout tract on the south. 
There being in close proximity a great 
many residents of this eity, who are 
at ail times endangered from canta- 
«M n vfaaim rtb era jure any c a m in 


said pest-house, it being so near the 
center of our prosperous city, its pres­ 
ent location working hurt and great 
damage to a large num ber of our best 
citizens. 
There were about 800 signatures to 
this instrum ent, and Mr. H umphreys 
thought some action should be taken 
to afford the relief prayed for. 
There was some discussion on the 
question, but the only action taken 
was that Mr. Hum phreys moved that 
it was the sense of the Board that the 
removal should be made, and an ef­ 
fort would be made to take action in 
in this direction in the near future. 
Mr. H anley asked w hat wa9 the 
custom as regarded the purchase of 
supplies, and was told that the Health 
Officer was the responsible m an, no 
m atter who did the purchasing. 
Mr. H anley then moved that the 
H ealth Officer and the Mayor do all 
the purchasing for the future. Carried. 
An ordinance regulating the ap­ 
pointment of H ealth Officer by the 
Council was read and laid on the 
table. 
Moved by Mr. Collins, that the 
insurance policy of the pest-house be 
referred to the Mayor, to get a policy 
for one year on the furniture only. 
The usual num ber of bills W ere 
adm itted. 
Dr. Reese stated that I)r. W right’s 
services had been dispensed with, as 
there were not sufficient vaccinations 
to keep him employed. 
He also re­ 
ported that he had" discharged Mike 
Traynor, a nurse at the pest house, 
for drunkenness. 
The following communication from 
the City Attorney was re a d : 
To the Board of Health of the City of 
Lot Angeles. 


G e n t l e m e n :—I have examined the 
rules presented by the Plum bers’ As­ 
sociation of Los Angeles, and am of 
opinion that they comply with the 
spirit of the general law of the State 
in regard to sanitary plumbing, sub­ 
ject, of course, to such modification 
or enlargement as may be suggested 
by the Health Officer and your Hon­ 
orable Board. 
Respectfully, 
J. C. D a l y , City Attorney. 
After discussion, it was moved by 
Mr. H anley th at the rules and regu­ 
lations of the Los Angeles Plum bers’ 
Association be referred to the Mayor, 
to confer with the A rchitects’ Associ-, 
ation.

D eath by Poison, H anging' and 
F io in N atu ra l C auses.—A 


Busy D ay. 


An inquest was held on Thursday 
on the body oí an unknown m an, 
aged about 50 years, who was found 
under the Macv street bridge. Dr. 
Cohn made a post-mortem of the body 
and found the cause of death to be 
pneum onia, duo to exposure. 
The 
jury returned a verdict of death from 
natural causes. 
Coroner J. M. Meredith yesterday 
held an inquest on the body of David 
Tittle, aged about 55 years, a native 
of Tennessee, who hung himself yes­ 
terday. 
H . S. Tittle testified: I reside in 
Los Angeles and am a carpenter by 
occupation. 
The diseased is my 
father. 
I got up this m orning aOout 
half-past six o’clock and did not see 
may father, so I asked where he was, 
and my mother said lie had stepped 
out of the house. 
After a short time 
we thought it strange that he did not 
return for breakfast. 
M other went to 
see where he was and came back and 
said that father had either hung him ­ 
self or committed suicide. 
I went to 
the tool house in the rear end of the 
lot and found father. 
Ho was dead, 
and had hung himself with a rope. 
My father was arrested about three 
weeks ago and was charged with 
obtaining money under false 
pie- 
tenses; he was arraigned, but lias 
not 
had any trial 
yet. 
I 
do 
not know any of the facts in the case, 
b a t I know it has troubled him a 
great deal. W hen he is in trouble be 
grows despondent and has at different 
tim es said he would put an end to his 
life. 
H enry Kees testified—I reside at 
Pico H eights and have known the de­ 
ceased about two years. 
This morn­ 
ing about a quarter after 7 o’clock, I 
was at a store near where the deceas­ 
ed lived and heard some 
person 
screaming. I went out and the daugh­ 
ter of the deceased said that her father 
had hung him self. I went to the tool 
house and found the deceased hang-, 
ing by a rope. 
H e was dead. A phy­ 
sician was sent for, but the deceased 
m ust have died before I got there. 
The physician cut the body down and 
we carried it into the house. 
I have 
heard th at the deceased had been ar­ 
rested for obtaining 
money under 
false pretenses, but Id o not know any 
of the facts in the case. 
The jury returned the following 
verdict: 
‘‘That the deceased came to 
his death on March 2d by hanging 
him self with a rope, with* intent to 
com mit suicide, while laboring under 
great m ental depression. 


D e a th b y O p iu m . 
An inquest was held last night by 
Coroner J. M. M eredith on. the body 
of A lbert G. Ellis, aged about 35 or 40 
years, who poisoned him self early 
yesterday morning on Aliso street. 
T. J . M cCarthy testified: I reside 
in Los Angeles and am a practicing 
physician and surgeon. 
Last night 
about eight o’clock I was called to the 
Stone lodging-house to see a man who 
was said to be sick. I found the 
deceased 
suffering 
from 
opium 
poisoning. 
He was in a profound 
stupor, from which ho could not be 
aroused. 
At the time he presented 
all the appearances of opium poison­ 
ing; no pulse and alm ost impercep- 
ible 
respiration, contracted pupils 
and 
absence 
of 
sensibility. 
I 
at 
once 
proceeded 
to 
adm inis­ 
ter restoratives, and with the assist­ 
ance 
of Dr. Chote 
wo partially 
succeeded in recovering him for u 
short time. 
After working with him 
for about two hours he was able to 
tell us his name, but after that he 
grew rapidly worse and continued in 
a hopeless condition until his death 
about 8 o’clock this morning. 
When 
I went to the lodging house I was 
handed a two-ounce bottle by Mr. 
Zettel, who said he found it in the 
room of the deceased. 
It had a laud­ 
anum lable ou it and it had contained 
laudanum . 
Everything was done for 
him th a t could be done. 
Alfred Zettel testified: I reside in 
Los Angelos and keep a lodging bouse 
at No. 30 Aliso street. 
The deceased 
cam e 
to 
my house 
about three 
weeks ago 
and 
rented a 
room 
by 
the 
week. 
I noticed 
that 
the deceased u sed . medicine, but 1 
did not pay any attention to it. 
He 
told mo th at whenever he forgot to 
pay his rent I was to tell him , as he 
was apt to forget. 
Yesterday m orn­ 
ing 1 noticed ttiat the deceased was 
out of his room, and iu the afternoon 
I asked my folks if thev had seen him 
Íoing in or out, and they said no. 
during the afternoon I went to his 
room and found the door bolted. 
I 
then made up my m ind th at he was 
in. 
I thought he m ight want to 
sleep, and so went away. Towards 
evening I went to the room again and 
tried the door and found it still locked. 
I knocked, but got no answer. I then 
got a ladder and looked over the 
transom . 
I saw him in bed and 
thought he 
was asleep. 
I then 
went 
to 
supper, 
and 
after­ 
wards 
I 
again 
went 
to 
his 
room door an a knocked and hollowed 
but I could not get any answer. I 
then took the transom out and reached 
down and pushed the bolt of the 
door back and entered the room. One 
of the roomers who heard m y knock­ 
ing at the door, w ent into tn e room 
w ith me and we tried to wake him up, 
but could not. 
1 looked aronnd the 
room and found a bottle lying on the 
floor. 
I t had a label on it marked 
laudanum . 
I sent for a doctor. The 
bottle was empty . The doctor came and 
worked with him all night. 
W hen 
the deceased first came to my house 
he said lie came from San Diego. Last 
night he told me his nam e was Al­ 
bert Ellis, but he would not tell us 
w hat he took the poison for. He died 
this morning. The jury returned the 
following verdict: “ That the deceased 
came to his death on M atch 2d by 
opium poisoning, and w hether taken 
accidentally or with intent to commit 
suicide, we, the jury, have no means 
know ing.”

Railroad is progressing rapidly. The 
graders are pushing operations at 
Carlton this way, having nearly two 
miles of the roadbed graded and 
gangs of men are kept plowing in ad­ 
vance of them .

railroad is one of the most im portant 
enterprises in the State. 
Certainly 
more benefit to so large a section will 
not he conferred by any local railroad 
now building on the Coast. 
The Santa Fé road, which it was 
expected, would be by this timo al­ 
most ready to run trains into town, 
has hung fire for the past two months. 
The com pany’s extensive railroad as­ 
pirations in Southern California have 
so strained the company’s abilities 
that their branch into Anaheim has 
been tem porarily delayed, pending 
the consumation of aconsiderable sur­ 
prise to the entire lower country, the 
completion of which will work great 
benefit to this immediate locality. 
W hatever changes in its roadbed 
m ight be made, consequent upon this 
other Santa Fé enterprise, had better 
be thoroughly inspected by the in­ 
tending purchasers of real estate. 
It is but justice to the promi-ing 
town of Fullerton to say that these 
pending arrangem ents and possible 
changes in the loadbed of the Atchi­ 
son road, together with the ie[>orted 
incapacitation of Mr. Fullerton by 
sickness, and the reported transfer of 
his interests to another company, will 
not in any way hinder the prosperity 
of the excellent youngster. 
Improve­ 
ments there are as vigorous as has 
been the case for some time paet. 
At present there exists a dread un­ 
certainty as to the route between An­ 
aheim and Los Angeles, which causes 
alarm to some. 
For this uncertainty 
we are promised such im portant im­ 
provem ents as will work nothing less 
than a revolution in many affairs 
hereabout. 
At present we do not 
wish to speak of the not-yet-com- 
pleted plan of these enterprising rail­ 
road managers, but at the proper mo­ 
m ent the facts will be made public. 
Im portant developments are shortly 
to be made by the Southern Pacific 
8ystem in Anaheim. 
These develop­ 
ments aro not yet completed, and con­ 
sequently we are not perm itted to 
speak with accuracy. 
But it is on the 
cards that their chango of roadbed 
together with other large improve­ 
ments that will work benefit to our 
town, are at this moment practically 
in black and white. 
W hether it is 
the intention of the company to enter 
town on Palm street and have exten­ 
sive depots and warehouses near the 
business center of town, or w hether 
the projected route lies somewhere 
else, could not be accurately ascer­ 
tained.—[Gazette.

B y W a y off C o r r e c tio n . 
Jam es Havens was once a resident 
of Newport, Brown county, Nebraska. 
H e came to Los Angeles and after a 
short stay here wrote as follows to the 
Advocate, of th at place: 
Er>. A d v o c a te —Much complaint is 
being made against the railroad com­ 
panies and land agents of Southern 
California for advertising the countiy 
falsely. There has been a large boom 
in Southern California all last fall and 
tliia winter. 
H undreds arrive here 
daily from all parts of the East, and 
they leave about as fast as they come. 
Expenses are so high that they can­ 
not stay here. Cheapest hotel rates 
are $3 per d a y ; house rent $30 t9 $100 
per month. We have to buy th e ’water 
we drink, and pay $1.50 a month for it. 
Coal $35 per to n ; wood $20 per cord, 
and grubs at th a t; butter 75 cents per 
pound. Town lots sell at all prices, 
none less than $500. 
Land none less 
than $500 per acre. 
Lum ber sells at 
$45 to $50 per thousand. 
The cli­ 
mate here is unsurpassed; outside of 
that there is nothing inviting for rich 
or |>oor. F rnit has not a good flavor, 
it is very bitter and 
very high. 
Apples sell at 3 to 5 cents per pound, 
or $1.80 to $8 per b u sh el; oranges 40 
cents per dozen; fish, 20 cents per 
pound. Judge for yourself the bal­ 
ance. 
Yours respectfully, 
J a m e s H a v e n s. 
James H avens 
as 
an ordinary 
everyday sort of a prevaricator is not 
bad. 
He is entitled to pass up out of 
the apprentice role into that of the 
full-fledged journeyman, in misrepre­ 
sentation. 
But Jam es Havens’ errors 
are not so much mendacity as lack of 
knowledge as to the affairs of life. 
H e objects to paying $1.50 per month 
per household for water. 
Where 
does Jam es H avens hail from, and 
what sort of a place is Newport, Ne­ 
braska? Large cities usually pay for 
water. 
He says hotel rates are $3 j>er 
day. 
W ell, th at is not so exorbitant 
all things considered. That is the 
rate for transient callers at the best 
hotels. 
Coal 
is 
not, 
and lias 
not 
been 
$35 
per 
ton 
There was a fuel famine a m onth ago 
which lasted a week or so, and during 
th a t tim e coal was $25 per ton. There 
was a sim ilar famine in Kansas and 
Nebraska, and while it continued 
fuel could not be bad in some places, 
—not for its weight in gold. 
Many 
people perished from the bitter cold. 
No such casualt:es were recorded 
here. 
At all tim es fuel is dear here, 
but we use very little of it. The cost 
of wood or coal in this section is not 
the 
tithe 
of 
w hat 
it 
ii 
Nebraska—that is, taking the aver­ 
age expense per family for the 
year. 
Rents are high, too, but 
for $500, or even lees, a house may 
be built which aill serve a family in 
this climate. It is not true that there 
are no lots to be had for less than $500. 
There is good land here at $50 per 
acre. As to our fruit, like our climate 
it beats the world. 
Jam es Havens’ 
palate may be diseased. 
Perhaps he 
does not know w hat fruit is, and in 
his ignorance he m ay have “ tackled1 
a cactus fruit, spines and all ? How 
he could know anything abont the 
flavor of frnit, hailing as he does from 
Nebraska, where no fruit grows, is a 
miracle. 
Oranges do not sell for 40 
cents per dozen—that ia, not in sea­ 
son. From these specimens of Jam es 
Havens’ lack of truthfulness or knowl­ 
edge let th e intelligent reader judge 
of the balance. 


O r a n o s g r o w e r s in vaiious parts 
of the county complain that some 
people passing 
by their orchards 
enter the same and carry off a great 
deal of fruit. 
Doubtless in many 
cases this is done thoughtlessly, and 
by person8 who would feel aggrieved 
on being arrested for petit larceny. 
But the fact rem ains that it C0 6 t s money 
to raise oranges, and that being raised 
they are worth money. Some passers- 
by are not content to take an orauge 
or two from the trees, but actually 
gather a hundred 
or more. 
The 
other day an irato granger at San 
Gabriel caught such a trespasser in 
bis orchard with at least half a box 
of fruit in his possession. The orange- 
grower mode the visitor first disgorge 
his ill-gotten gains, and then forced 
him to pay $10 to be let go. The next 
day he caught another depredator in 
Jlagrante delictu, 
and as this one 
would not 
pay to be let go, the 
orchardist 
hauled 
him away 
to 
Pasadcua before 
a 
justice, 
who 
mulcted 
the 
orange 
stealer 
in 
the sum of twenty-five cents tine and 
$7 costs. 
People intent on securing 
cheap fruit, or that flavored with the 
piquant taste of stolen waters, had 
better see to it that they do not run 
foul of such a dragon watching over 
the golden apples, as is our San Ga­ 
briel granger. 


T h u r s d a y nigbt when the sketch 
of the tariff bill came over the wires, 
there arrived early in the evening 
a very 
imperfect version therof 
whose imperfections being discovered 
by the vigilant eye of the agents of 
the Ajsociated Pi esa, there came an 
order to discard the first as a fuller 
end more correct version would be 
lortheoming. The earlier copy fell 
Bader the eye of that member of the 
- who commented on it, and the 


fact did not arrest attention at the 
later hour that fruits were one of the 
classes put on the free list. 
We do 
not wish at all to disguise the fact 
that we regret this aspect of the bill, 
nor our opinion that it is not a wise 
measure. 
The fruit industries of this 
State 
are 
rapidly 
gi owing 
into 
m atters of great importance not alone 
to California, but to the entire Union. 
They are, in the strictest souse of the 
term , 
infant industries. In many 
of its elem ents the problem of fruit­ 
growing with us is tentative. We are 
daily changing many of our theories 
and mending many of our practices in 
this respect. 
If there is any enter­ 
prise in the land which needs and 
which deserves protection more or 
better than these young and promis­ 
ing ones of our State, we do not know 
it. 
The m atter is earnestly com­ 
mended to all 
our delegation at 
Washington for their inim e'iate and 
most vigorous action. 
We cannot but 
think th a t a proper presentation of 
the case before the committee would 
induce that body to review the ques­ 
tion and probably restore the tax on 
fruits coming in competition with 
our6; or at the 
most, when the 
bill is called up for action in the 
House, such an am endm ent might he 
incorporated there. 
Our Board of 
Trade, and 
sim ilar bodies in the 
State, are asked to take prompt action 
in this respect. 


G o v e r n o r 
W a te r m a n will leave 
behind him an unen iable repute 
in the m atter of h :s over-zeal in put­ 
ting good men out of office merely be­ 
cause they do not belong to his polit- 
cal party, or because they have in­ 
curred in some way his personal 
enm ity. The removal of men from 
offices which are usually esteemed 
political is all right. But there are 
others, which by universal consent 
have been lifted above the plane of 
party spoilsmen. 
Such are the Re­ 
gents of the University, the Prison 
Commissioners 
and 
the 
Fish 
Commissioners. 
From the 
latter 
body he 
removed Democrats and 
that 
in 
a 
m anner 
which 
good 
lawyers hold to have been illegal as 
well as discourteous. There is likely 
to be some 
question on this head. 
The Governor has within a (lay or 
two removed John F. Swift from the 
regency of the University—that is, he 
did not reappoint Mr. Swift, albeit the 
qualifications of that gentleman for 
such a position are of the highest. 
But political opponents and personal 
enemies m ust clear the track while 
his “ Accidency” reigns. 


C h e a t money has long been a great 
desideratum in this section. There 
has at all times for many years back 
been a good supply of the “ ready” in 
our banks; but the depositors have 
held their capital for purposes of in­ 
vestm ent or speculation. 
It has not 
been generally available for loaning 
purposes. 
Now some of the savings 
institutions of San Francisco have 
come to our rescue. 
Money is to be 
had from such sources on 
terms 
which come to about 6 per cent 
after 
taxes 
are 
paid. 
The 
rates 
are 
about 
8 
per 
cent. 
This will greatly relieve the local 
money m arket and will stim ulate the 
im provement of the city in no small 
degree. Persons with good lots can 
p ut up houses for rent which will pay 
them as high as 20 percent, per an­ 
num. The fact that these financial in­ 
stitutions of the Bay City are willing 
to lend funds on our property indi 
cates a healthy condition of affairs 
hereabouts. 
Capital is proverbially 
timid, and will no: go where securities 
are not first-class. 


R e t o r t s to the effect that 13,000,000 
feet of lumber came into San Pedro 
harbor during the m onth of January 
last created no little interest. 
During 
the same m onth 10,000,000 feet came 
in at San Diego. The total was 23,­ 
000,000 feet of building material in a 
month. 
February is closed, 
and 
leaves a record of nearly 100 per cent, 
more than the previous month. Tue 
receipts of lam ber at San Pedro last 
month were 24,071,000 feet, and at 
San Diego 20,000,000. 
The total is 
44,071,000 feet of building material. 
Such is the record, and yet from all 
par's of the country come3 a cry for 
more lum ber to pút up houses, hotels, 
and for all other lines of-development 
going forward in all corners of this 
section. The receipts of coal at San 
Pedro were 7,287 tons for the month 
of February. 


M r. C. D ucom m on reports the rain­

prosperous 
year for a long time in this sec­ 
tion. 
W hat has become of the old­ 
time dread of a dry season, such as 
was wont to perplex the soul of the 
farmer in these parts? It is a thing 
of the alm ost forgotten p ast; a thing 
seemingly gone not to return again. 
The breaking up of vast tracts of land 
and the planting of trees are the in­ 
fluences which have made the desert 
blossom as the rose.

TH E DRAMA. 


A 
M a s t e r l y 
P r o d u c t i o n off T h e 
*‘.*1© r e l i a n t off V e n ic e .* ’ 
The production of the Merchant of 
lenice at the Opera House last night 
attracted an audience that has not been 
surpassed for brilliancy or num bers 
during the Booth-Barrett season. 
There is som ething in this play 
which has a great fascination for the 
fair sex. and it was made doubly so 
last night from the fact that it was to 
be produced in its entirety, giving the 
last act, which is usually—and inex­ 
cusably, to our mind,—omitted. The 
closing act at Belmont, for the rom an­ 
tic splendor of its scenery and the 
poetic, sparkle of its dialogue, was 
superb. 
The Merchant of Venice stands on a 
par in its strength of character.deline- 
ation with the best of Shakespeare’s 
plays. W hen we consider the rooted 
prejudices that existed during his 
time against the Hebrew race, we 
are astonished that he could have 
drawn such a picture as that of “ 8hy- 
lock” without marring it by making 
it contemptible. 
He lived at a time 
when religious intolerance was the 
prevailing blemish of the age. 
The 
father of the reigning queeu had lain 
his heavy hand on the old religion of 
the realm , and in a measure evolved 
out of it the Anglican Church. 
Per­ 
secution was rife, and penal laws, 
aimed against all m atters of con­ 
science that disagreed with his own 
vacillating nature on the subject of 
religion, were enforced by the most 
inhum an punishments. 
The short 
reign of the boy king, Edward, helped 
m aterially to form the new religion 
upon a stable basis. 
But Mary who 
followed him , signalized her brief 
reign, on the other hand, with an at­ 
tem pt to restore the old religion by a 
persecution that added another bloody 
page to English history. 
H er succes­ 
sor, Elizabeth, restored the Anglican 
system, and fixed it 
permanently 
as 
I he 
religion 
of 
the 
State. 
Thus, in a few short years,one form of 
Christian faith persecuted another, 
whilst they all agreed in their com­ 
mon hatred of the (leRcendents of Abra­ 
ham . 
Therefore it is marvelous—and 
speaks volumes for the intellectual en- 
francliUement of Shakespeare—that 
he lends 
himself so little to the 
prevailing predjncice against the Jews, 
and in “ bhylock” draws so philosoph­ 
ical a picture of the energy of their char­ 
acter by tracing the blame of his hero’s 
faul's to the wrongs his race were 
made to suffer from the Christian 
world. 
Divested of the prejudices of 
the time, “ Shyloek” is presented as 
a man of great intellectual strength— 
logical in his reasoning, and only 
overcome 
by 
a 
legal 
quibble 
on the part of his opponents. 
H is de­ 
term ination to have the pound of flesh 
is natural. 
Revenge was then the 
Christian’s salve for every in jury. An­ 
tonio had treated him as a dog, spat 
upon him , spurned him . 
When he 
got the.m an who had eo grossly abus­ 
ed him in his power lie naturally 
retaliated in kind. The lessons he had 
learned 
from 
the 
Christian 
were not forgotten. 
His daughter 
had lieen stolen, his jewels and his 
ducats had gone with her, his con­ 
suming grief was derided and lie was 
treated as a beast. 
Is it to lie sup­ 
posed that he would have returned 
good for evil—that when his time of 
trium ph came, he would have been 
softened by “ Portia’s” plea for mercy ? 
The Merchant o f Venice is affluent 
in incident, and no character that 
Shakespeare has drawn is richer in 
dram atic suggestion to the c a p a b le 
actor than that of “ Shyloek.” Mr. 
Booth’s 
personation 
is a study. 
He invests the character with all 
the intensity of purpose, the caution, 
the au8j> cion, the craftiness, the ra­ 
pacity, the hardness, of a nature that 
is waging constant warfare with u 
society that treats him as a common 
enemy 
There is but one soft spot in 
his make-up—that is in his inflexible 
attachm ent to his people and his 
religion. This sentiment, when ar- 
roused, brings out the intensity of 
his 
veneration 
for the 
faith of 
his fathers. 
In all the exactions of 
the part Booth exhibits a profound in­ 
sight into the metaphysical workings 
of “ Shyloek’s” great intellectual en­ 
ergy.

fornia should know w hat an impedi­ 
m ent is being placed in my way by 
one in their midst. 
I will send you a 
copy of the Liverpool Mercury of Feb­ 
ruary Gth, th a t you m ay have Mr. 
M ortimer’s letter and copy of my 
reply is inclosed. Every woman who 
comes under my auspices has creden­ 
tials signed by me, testifying to her 
character and ability to do house­ 
work, and if any useless people have 
used my name I think Mr. Mortimer 
should have at least satisfied himself 
before rushing into print with such 
words as “Mrs. Parker’s Unfortunate 


give His words a weight, But unless 
they are sustained by truth they can­ 
not stand. 
For the last three m onths I have 
devoted m jself indefatigable to this 
work, as a labor of love.

Proposition by 8enalor Farw rll to 
Reorganize the Signal 
Service. 


I Associated Press Dispatches to theTI krald 
W ashington, March 2.—Tho Sen­ 
ate Committee on the District of Col­ 
umbia to-day voted six to three against 
the Platt bill to prohibit tho salo of 
intoxicating liquors in the District. 
The committee then by a vote of eight 
to one (Ridvlleberger) decided to frame 
and report a local option and high 
license bill. 
Riddleberger made a 
favorable minority report on the Platt 
bill.The bill introduced in the Senate 
yesterday by Farwell to reorganize 
the signal service oorp3, provides 
that only such officers shall )>o retain­ 
ed as are found fully competent for 
their duties. The number of officers 
will be reduced from twenty-two to 
fourteen, and competent unassigned 
Lieutenants of corps will be trans­ 
ferred to the line of the army. The 
pay of the men will be arranged so 
that more competent and experienced 
observers will receive higher pav. 
Such reductions have been made in 
tl.® number ot officers and men that 
this re-arrangement, while increasing 
the efficiency of the corps, will result 
in a uet annual saving to the govern­ 
ment of nearly $120.000.

C o m m ittee Report**. 
W ashington, March 2. —In the 
House to-day a letter from the Secre­ 
tary of the Treasury showing the pro­ 
bable loss by destruction of United 
States bonds was presented. Unani­ 
mous consent was secured to have it 
printed in the records. 
McKinly, of Ohio, secured unani­ 
mous consent to have printed in the 
record a memorial signed by glass 
blowers protesting against a reduction 
of the duty on imported wiudow glas 
as proposed by Mills’ tariff bill. 
Randall from the Committee on 
rules reported a resolution providing 
for an evening session for every Fri­ 
day for the consideration of private 
pension and political disability bills. 
Adopted. 
The House in Committee of the 
whole resumed consideration of the 
omnibus bill providing for the pay­ 
ment of thirty odd claims for supplies 
used for the army during the war re­ 
ported by the Court of Claims 
under the provisions of tho Bow­ 
man act. Leo of Virginia, offered 
an amendment apnropriatiug $20,000 
for the relief of the Protestant Theo­ 
logical Seminary and High School of 
Virginia. After vigorous opposition 
from a number of members on the 
ground that it iablished a dangerous 
precedent, the amendment was adopt­ 
ed by a vote of 102 to 64. The bill 
was then agreed to and reported to 
the House. Pending action, recess 
waB taken until 7:30, the evening ses­ 
sion being for the consideration of 
pension bills. 
EVKNIN* SESSION. 
The House to-night began its even­ 
ing session for the consideration of 
pension bills. Twenty-five of these 
measures were passed together with 
bills removing the political disabilities 
of several men. At 10 o'ciock the 
House adjourned till to-morrow. 
COMMITTEE WORK. 
The House Committee on Pacific 
Railways resumed consideration on 
the Outhwaite Pacific Railway Fund­ 
ing Bill this morning, and it was gone 
over by sections. It is expected that 
the committee will be prepared to re­ 
port the result of its deliberations in 
a few weeks. Theie was somewhat 
of a general interchange of views this 
morning, and it is believed that the 
committee is in favor of a funding 
bill of some sort, but the discussion 
had not; progressed far enough to 
warrant any statement as to how long 
or how short a period should be fixed 
in any funding billtlia'. may be agreed 
upon. 
MORKOW’S RESOLUTION. 
The Committee on Foreign Affairs 
yesterday authorized a favorable re­ 
port on the Morrow resolution, re­ 
questing the President to communi­ 
cate to the House what step-*, if any. 
have been taken in tho direction of 
treaty stipulations or otherwise for 
the prevention of continued immigra­ 
tion of Chinese laborers in the United 
States, notwithstanding the provisions 
of the treaty of 1880 suspending such 
immigrations. 
COTTON-SEED OIL. 
Abram J. Kewell, a commission 
merchant of New York, and U. S. 
Epperson of Kansas City before the 
House Commission on agriculture to­ 
day demanded the use of cotton-seed 
oil in tho manufacture of lard. A 
feature of the proceedings was the 
charge bv the chairman of the Com­ 
mittee that the Standard Oil Com­ 
pany transported cotton-seed oil 
North in the same tanks in which 
they sent eoal-oil South. 
IMPROVEMENTS FOR THE PRESIDIO. 
The House Committee on Military 
Affairs, has agreed to report favora­ 
bly Morrow’s D ill providiug an ap­ 
propriation for the improvement of 
the Presidio Military Reservation at 
San Francisco. 


LATTER DAY SAINTS 
M eet In (íe n e ra l C o n feren ce a t 
O p e ra H all.* 
The Latter Day Saints of Southern 
California met in Conference yester­ 
day morning in the A. O. U. W. Hall, 
and will continue in session until 
Sunday evening. The meeting was 
called to order by H. C. Su ith, Presi­ 
dent of the California Mission, who 
made a short address of welcome. 
Elder D. S. Mills also delivered an 
address and alluded to the changes 
wrought since the society first organ­ 
ized. Owing to the absence of the

OSTRICH FARMING. 
W liut 1% B e in g R o n e In T h is 
l.in u In S o u th e rn C a lifo rn ia . 
What return do birds give on the 
capital invested ? This would bo the 
first question asked by any one think­ 
ing of going in for farming. It is a 
question very few, even of those that 
have been at it for some years, could 
answer, and of which the public heie 
have as yet but little idea. Judging 
from experience had with birds here 
tho last twelve months, it is my opin­ 
ion that this industry will assume im­ 
mense proportions in a very few’ years 
and outrival that of South Africa. The 
French have made great offorts to in­ 
troduce ostrich farming in Algiers, but 
it does not seem to have taken much 
root there. Birds are also, to a small 
degree, kept in a tame state in Egypt. 
The North A frican ostrich is consider­ 
ed to give a more valuable feather than 
the South African, it being longer in 
the fluff. A few years ago two pairs 
of birds were imported at Port Eliza­ 
beth, South Africa, from Barbary. 
Here is an opening for some specu­ 
lator to import Bonw here. The Mel­ 
bourne Acclimatization Society im­ 
ported some into Australia some fif­ 
teen years ago, but they have only 
slightly increased, and the experi­ 
ment as yet can hardly be considered 
a success. A few other small lots 
have also been introduced into jome 
of the other Australian colonies. A 
shipment of over a hundred birds 
took place from Cape Town to Bueno3 
Ayres in 1880, but most of them died 
on the voyage. 
Before endeavoring to show the 
profits derivable from birds, it would 
be well to state for the benefit of the 
incredulous that I have no birds of 
my own fur eale nor have I any in­ 
terest in the farm ; I am working—re­ 
ceiving simply a monthly stipend. 
To the point: Say a man buys ten 
young birds seven months old—at 
which age they have just given their 
first crop of feathers, which are of lit­ 
tle value. Ho pays $200 apiece for 
them, and keeps them in a paddock— 
say an acre in extent—for three years. 
Two acres of alfalfa will keep these 
birds a year, reckoning ten tons per 
acre. During the rainy season, when 
the alfalfa does not grow, they can be 
supplied with alfileria, which is just 
as good. When the birds become ac­ 
customed to the farm they can be al­ 
lowed the run of his orchard or vine­ 
yard, if he has any, alter the fruit is 
gathered, for they will keep down the 
weeds and do but little damage to the 
vines or trees. No grain need bo 
give» them when they get a suffi­ 
ciency of green fodder. His returns 
will be about as follows, reckoning 
three pluckings in the three years: 
One hundred and fifty prime feath­ 
ers, one and three-fourths poundB 
secondary and tail feathers, altogether 
three pounds in weight from each 
bird, the value of which will be: 
150 primes at $1 each ..................... $150.00 
I*, pounds seconds and tails at $50 
per pound...................... 
87.00

Or, $237.50 from each bird, multi­ 
plied by 10, gives $2375 from his birds 
for that period. His outlay will be:

So in three years the birds will 
stand him in only at the above bal­ 
ance of $686, when the real value of 
his birds will be at least $1000 a year 
to him, for they would be old enough 
to commence laying, when each pair 
(supposing the sexes to be equal) 
would hatch at least ten chicks an­ 
nually, and valuing them only at $100 
apiece when hatched, plainly shows 
his birds to be worth that amount per 
year. 
Calculating only ten chicks from a 
pair of birds per year is far below 
their ordinary uverage. I know of a 
pair that laid ninety-two eggs in one 
year, of which seventy hatched by ar­ 
tificial incubation from which sixty- 
five were raised. Having only three 
pluckings in three years is less than 
usually practiced in South Africa, 


where it is enstoraary to pluck birds 
every eight months. But this should 
not be, as the following crops are ma­ 
terially dit rnrated thereby. 
To be successful with birds tho 
great secret is to give them all the 
green fodder they will eat, with a little 
grain only when the thermometer 
keeps below 40 degrees Fahrenheit. 
They will manage without water 
nearly if so fed, except for purposes of 
ablution. 
To wind up with an anecdote: On 
one occasion in 8out.li Afiica an aged 
and weary traveler approached an 
ostrich farm, and upon taking a rest 
in the shade of an oak tree, was soon 
fast asleep. As he had but little hair 
ou his head, and his hat falling off, n 
hen ostrich came strutting along soon 
and espied the old chap’s bald head 
which she took to be one of 
her eggs. 
She was not long 
in copeluding tq set on it, 
and had just comfortably depos­ 
ited herself when the cries and move­ 
ments of the old man disturbed her 
maternal duties; the old chap, half 
smothered and bewildered, came run­ 
ning to the farmhouse with the hen 
in pursuit. It was with difficulty that 
the inmates of the farm could get her 
to relinquish her desire for the run­ 
away egg. 
Better keep your hair on 
or you might ho converted into an 
ostrich.—[E. Atherton in Anaheim 
Gazette. 
ANAHEIM'S FRUIT 
CANNERY 
W lm t I t W o u l d C o it to « ta rt S u c h 
a n I-lnterp rlae 
Not quite yet, reader, but that is 
what we hope to see before many 
months. Our correspondents both at 
Garden Grove and Fullerton report 
that canneries are to be started at each 
place—one three miles on one side of 
us, the other five miles distant on the 
other. Each is the center lor small 
fiuit-growing sections where Ana­ 
heim, we agaiu affirm, is the 
natural center for a much larger 
section, including both oí these. Will 
you, gentlemen capitalists of Anaheim, 
allow either of these tobuildand oper­ 
ate can eries, Bending abroad through 
the East and other counties the fruit 
grown in this whole section, as Gar­ 
den Grove or Fullerton fruit, when it 
Bhould be, and probably could be, all 
branded and shipped as the product 
of Anaheim? Why should the com­ 
mercial center be shifted from where 
it now is—the geographical center of 
the whole section above referred to ? 
But there are other reasons beside 
those of advertising the old town anil 
keeping these enterprises where they 
belong naturally. It is said to be an 
immensely profitable business, return­ 
ing to individual owners or to share­ 
holders in a joint-stook concern a 
good dividend as the profits resulting 
from it. Then it would furnish em­ 
ployment to quite a little army of 
both skilled and common laborers— 
not Chinamen, wo would hope, but 
white men and women, and even 
some of our boys and girls. Why 
not? Is honest labor degrading? Is 
it better for girls to remain idle at 
home, and for hoys to spend their 
time ou street-corners or iu saloons? 
The work of receiving, sorting and 
preparing fruits in their season is not 
for the greater part laborious, and at 
piecework women and young people 
could soon make good day wages, 
while reserving time for necessary do­ 
mestic duties. 
Manufacturing makes the prosperi­ 
ty and wealth of towns, and those 
busy hands arc those which would 
pay you rent for your houses or buy 
them of your building asso iationa, 
purchase your goods and patronize all 
the different kiudsof business we now 
have and create needs for others. 
What would it cost to start such 
an enterprise here? Anywhere from 
$5,000 to $7,000, exclusive of site, but 
iu< luding a good and commodious 
building. Frobably the lesser sum 
would be sufficient if Mr. Benner- 
scheidt contracted to furnish the cans 
aud some w’ood-worker the packing 
cases. The San Bernardino Times, 
not long ago, published this table of 
estimates for the cost of the estab­ 
lishment, which would have a capac­ 
ity of 10.000 cans annually.

With this outlay the profits could 
doubtless be greatly augmented by 
utilizing the steam for fruit drying iu 
tho loft or an adjoining dry-house, 
and the plant should embrace, by all 
means, the business of orange and 
lemon packing, and Anaheim fruit be 
shipped under her own flag.—[Ana­ 
heim New Era. 
THE OLDEST CANAL. 
A W o r k B e g u n b y JH u v Id K i t t e n - 
h o u i e n o L o n g e r I 'n e f u l . 
A Harrisburg, I’enn., correspond­ 
ent of the New York Sun says: “The 
Union Canal, which was the first 
canal projected on the American con­ 
tinent, having been suggested by 
William Penn in 1690, and its route 
surveyed seventy years later, before 
there w as a canal in opera» ion even in 
England, is to be sold. The route on 
this canal was surveyed by David 
llittenhouse, the astronomer, and Dr. 
William Smith, Provost of the Univer­ 
sity of Pennsylvania, in 1762. It ex­ 
tended from the Schuylkill river, 
near Reading, to the Susquehanna, at 
the preBenfsite of Middletown, Dau­ 
phin county. It was the first link in 
a proposed chain of water communi­ 
cation between the Delaware river .and 
Lake Erie, a project so gigantic for 
that early day, when canals, and 
even turnpikes were unknown, that 
the projectors were believed by the 
people to be crazv. 
llittenhouse planned a system of 
inclined planes to overcome the Alle­ 
ghany mountains, a plan which was 
adopted seventy-five years later by 
the State in its old Portage railroad. 
The Revolutionary War interrupted 
work on the pioneer canal, and in 1891 
Robert Morris, Robert Fulton and 
Tench Francis became interested in 
it. 
The work was too far __ 
advance of the times, however, and 
it was not completed until 1827. 
The canal is eighty-nine miles 
in 
length, and some of the 
greatest engineering work of that day 
was necessary to its construction. The 
first tunnel m the United States was 
bored for this canal through nearly 
eight hundred feet of solid rock, and 
the summit of the canal being higher 
than its terminal feeder, a pumping 
aparatus had to be constructed to 
raise the water to the necessary height. 
The canal cost $5,000,000. Railroad 
transportation having made the an­ 
cient water-way unprofitable, a few 
years ago it was abandoned, and is 
now for sale. 


BONNER’S BOYS. 
How He Has Provided 
for Them. 


PROPERTY- LATELY DIVIDED, 


A Rich Mun's Idea of Making 
, His Sons Energetic and 
Independent. 
Robert Bonner, transferí ing a mag­ 
nificent piece of property on Fifth 
avenue estimated to b^ worth some­ 
where between $1,000,000 and $1,500,­ 
000, to his three sons, was certainly a 
rather unique proceeding on the part 
of a millionaire. So far as the obser­ 
vation of New Yoik has extended 
millionaires are not and have not 
been given to this sort of thing to any 
alarming extent. They have usually 
held on to their property until they 
could have no further use for it them 
selves, and Mr. Bonner’s gift to his 
sons was not at all in the way of pro­ 
vision for them. Outside of the fact 
that he made over to them some 
time ago the very valuable Ledger 
property, with the antire business of 
the paper, two of the boys, who are 
married, live in handsome houses of 
their own not very far from the fath­ 
er’s residence in Fifty-sixth street, 
near Fifth avenue, and all three of 
them were long ago presented with 
generous slices of the paternal fortune 
in the shape of Government bonds. 
'Ihe effect of Mr. Bonner’s action, 
which he thoroughly appreciates and 
has counted on, is to place his sons 
squarely alongside of himself before 
the world—in short, to put them in a 
position which the sons of millionaires 
do not usually reach until after tho 
father has passed away. 
The property is a very notable piece 
of real estate, because it ¡8 the only 
considerable lot of vacant ground on 
Fifth avenue below Fifty-ninth street. 
It comprises the entire block between 
Fifty-sixth and Fifty-seventh Streets, 
on the east side of the avenue, and 
extends for a hundred feet or more 
down each of these intersecting 
streets. Mr. Bonner purchased the 
property somewhere in the sixties for 
$322,000, and, with taxes and in­ 
surance, it has cost him, up to the 
present time, about $750,000. He 
eh rished for many years a plan 
with lespecfc to the 
property 
whereby it would be devoted to some 
public lise. The nature of this plan 
ho docs not. care to divulge, but within 
the past year or so ho has, for various 
reasons, abandoned it. During the 
time that he has held it he has re- 
eived innumerable offers for the 
properly, the largest of which was 
$1,025,000. His old friend Robert L. 
Sfewurt, the millionare sugar mer­ 
chant, was very anxious to buy 100 
feet on tho avenue at one time, 
proposing to build 
thereon a 
large aud handsome private res­ 
idence. Mr. Bonner did not care 
to sell. He told Mr. Stewart that he 
had had tho previous year an offer 
for that much of the property of 
$600,000. and he had asked a very 
dear friend’s advice in the matter and 
had been strongly advised against 
selling it. His friend had told him if 
he hold on for a few years longer he 
could get almost any price that he 
wanted. That friend, Mr. Bonner 
explained to Mr. Stewart, was R. L. 
Stewart himself, and he still consid­ 
ered the advice very good advice. 
Alter that Mr. Stewart (lid not press 
the matter, but built the costly and 
superbly appointed home in Fifth 
avenue and Sixty-eighth street, where 
his widow now resides. 
Mr. Bonner talked very frankly and 
interestingly to a representative of 
the World iu regard to his ideas of 
the disposition he believed that mil­ 
lionaires should make of their prop­ 
erty so far as their immediate heirs 
were concerned. 
“ Yes,” he said, “I have thought 
over this q lestion a good deal, and 
have got pretty well-settled ideas 
about it. I remember that it used to 
form a frequent subject of conversa­ 
tion between Mr. Stewart and myself, 
and lie used to say over and over 
again that he believed in placing his 
money during 
his lifetime so 
that he could see exactly, what 
he 
was doing. 
It was a ten­ 
tative process to a great extent, 
and if lie made any mistakes, why, lie 
could rectify them. Of course* you 
know Mr. Stewart had no relatives 
all, and his gifts were altogether to 
charities and for public purpose, s. He 
gave away, as far as I know, about 
$100,000 á year. I agreed thoroughly, 
however, with Mr. Stewart's views in 
this matter, and never could see what 
the use was of men holding on to their 
property until they had g >tten on the 
vgry brink of the grave. Why, I re­ 
member when Commodore Vanderbilt 
was dying that he kept a package 
of papera under his pillow all the 
time, and told his nurse, the one that 
was with him so long a time, to give 
the package to “Bill” after his death, 
but not under any circumstances until 
that event had occurred. This always 
se-med to me to be a stupid and 
wrong-headed proceeding. I do not 
see why the young men of rich 
fathers should not. be allowed to feel 
their responsibilities while they are 
young. As boys say, let them feel 
their oats. 
“The effect of clothing a man with 
independence and making him direct­ 
ly responsible to the world cannot be 
overestimated. I know that William 
H. Vanderbilt became a different 
man entirely after he assumed undi­ 
vided control of the Vanderbilt pro­ 
perties from what he had been while 
he was still under the domination of 
the Commodore and to a great extent 
dependent on him. I do not mean, 
of course, to say that he assumed 
any dictatorial mauners, but he be­ 
came more certain and consistent in 
his movements. You could almost 
see him break through the chrysalis 
which he hod inhabited for so many 
years. 
“Something similar to this hap­ 
pened in my own experience. When 
I was a boy, and before I had started 
out for myself, I was one of the laziest 
human beings that it was possible to 
imagine. I had a healthy and consti­ 
tutional repugnance to work at any 
time. W henl was about fourteen or 
fifteen years old, however, I went into 
the Hartford Courant office as a boy 
at a salary of $25 a year and ray 
board, with au addition of $10 each 
succeeding year. As Boon as I felt 
that I had begun life rovself an entire 
change was wrought in my na­ 
ture. Some of my old associates 
would laugh at anybody now who 
told them that 1 ever had any disin­ 
clination for work. As soon as I found 
something ahead of me, something to 
accomplish, I started right out to ac­ 
complish it and to work with a will. 
1 not only did the work that was laid 
out for me to do, but I learned every­ 
thing that I could about the office, 
and when one of the printers suddenly 


withderw, whose duty it had been to 
put the paper to press, I was the only 
one in the office who was competent to 
take his place. To illustrate my point 
in a different way, one of my 
associates was a boy named Lyons, 
whose father was comparatively well 
off in those days, owning several 
houses in Hartford and being worth 
something like $30,000 or $40,000. 
I he prospect that some time in his 
life he would inherit a goodly portion 
of this sum made him utterly radifer- 
ent as tqjbis success in life and care­ 
less of any work that he might have 
in hand. He was continually crying 
that it was no uso for 
him 
to do any hiug; that lie would 
have enough money to live on 
any way. Now, you can readily see 
that if the boy had been told by his 
father that at the end of a certain 
number of years he would give him a 
certain amount of money and set him 
up in business if he would iu the 
meantime tit himself to carry on busi­ 
ness affairs, why a motive and an 
incentive for work would have been 
supplied which would have had a very 
excellent effect upon that young 
man’s character. With this incentive 
absent, he of course drifted on from 
year to year in the indifferent state of 
mind which I have described. 
“There is another aspect of this 
subject which perhaps deserves pass­ 
ing mention. 
Human nature is 
human nature all over the world. I 
do not think that my boys are very 
different from other boys, and L 
wouldn’t have them for one rnomert 
Tempted to say that after a few years 
they will have more property than 
they have now, and will be able to 
carry’ out plans that at the present 
time they find impossible to entertain. 
Why should they not form those plans 
and carry them out now ? It does not 
seem wise nor kind to me for a 
rich man to hold on to his money 
when eager young spirits are around 
him anxious to nnild for the future, 
without the material to do so. 1 be­ 
lieve, of course, in a father retaining 
a competency for himself, and I need 
scarcely say that I have done that, 
but when the invigorating effect of an 
independent position, with the re­ 
sponsibilities involved, is considered, 
I do not know how any sensible father 
can hesitate as to 
what he 
slionld do. 
Why, I can see that 
since 1 made over the Ledger to 
my three boys, and they have gone 
into the work of extending and ad­ 
vertising that property, they have had 
more vim, energy and snap than I 
ever knew them to possess before. 
Nobody can be blind to such facts for 
one moment, and it is because I have 
come to the deliberate conclusion that 
independence of the kind I have 
spoken of makes better sons, better 
men, and better citizens, that I have 
made my three boys the present that 
I did the other day.”—[N. Y. World. 


15,000 MILES OF RAILROAD. 


A n a l y N l a o f «lie W o r k a n d «lie 
m o n e y R e q u i r e d . 
The railways laid out 15,000 miles 
of new road for 1887, and as near as 
the best laid plans of men can go it 
was completed. If not done inside 
of January' and January it was still a 
matter of unfinished business left 
over, and when the woi k laved out 
is closed up it will be found that it 
was a round 15,000 miles of new lines 
for which the builders set out at the 
beginning of 1887. As this is be 
coming complete, and the competi­ 
tion created oy it appears, the neces- 
ity for adjusting rates and business 
relations, and the care of the bonds, 
and some interstate questions are 
presented, the managers have set 
down to digest the new responsibility 
they have created. To do this is 
likely to occupy the next six months 
at least, and the question comes up, 
what is to be the outcome ? 
In bonds and pledges and bonuses, 
this 15,000 miles of new road repre­ 
sents a round sum of $450,000,000, 
which has been placed in new rela­ 
tions to the business world. A large 
part of this has been taken out of the 
control of Wall street, and leaves that 
most bare of the material for specula­ 
tion and respeculation. The greater 
part of this has been absorbed, and 
cannot go back to Wall street again 
except in dividends and products and 
in the sale of new bonds to European 
investors. But the expenditure of 
$45,000,000 in new roads is but a 
small part of the work, and only a 
part of the expense. Tho “ balla-ting 
up” and “rounding out” of the skele­ 
ton of the creation is an equally im­ 
portant woik. There must be loco­ 
motives and rolling stock and repair 
shops, and (he etraightining out of 
curves and reducing cf grades, and 
building of switches and sidings, and 
depots and store houses, to an extent 
almost equaling the first expenditure 
of labor and money. 
When this is done, and every' car* 
shop and machine shop in the coun­ 
try has been taxed to the ntraost, 
and the new employes at work, and 
the new freight arrangements made, 
then comes the other question of a 
set battle with each other for bus­ 
iness. In tbis is the governing phase 
of all new railway building. If by 
the construction of a feeder or the 
extension of a parallel the war of 
rates created distroys the profits upon 
the old line, then the “profit and 
loss” is a serious consideration. In 
the year begun the principal lines 
are too much occupied with freight 
adjustments to be able to give much 
attention to new surveys. The an­ 
nouncement of a 50 per cent, cut in 
freight rates to the Northwest, and of 
a readjustment of lower rates to the 
Southwest, with the disturbing effects 
of Canadian Pacific operations under 
the Interstate law, and the direct aid 
given by the “Soo” route suggests 
that but little nevr work will be 
planned north of the Ohio this year. 
In the absence of excitement in 
railway building in the North and 
West, there is, however, probability 
of greater progress in the South anu 
railway magnates have had time to 
somewhat recover, get roads out of 
receivers’ hands and prepare for 
filling the demand of the new’ indus­ 
tries in the South for business. The 
example set bv Kansas, Nebraska and 
other Northern States of encouraging 
roads aud new industries is to be 
taken up witli an increased energy at 
the South.

The striking brakem en upon the 
Atlantic and Pacific system was the.

A talk with a num ber of the Santa 
Fe’s brakem en gave no evidence that 
they anticipated any trouble here. 
At a late hour yesterday afternoon 
Mr. Biddle, General Freight Agent of 
the Atlantic and Pacific Co. at Albu­ 
querque, N. M., telegraphed Mr. H.

the situatiori was serious and that no 
freight could be handled.

The long desired and talked of fruit 
canning establishm ent in this locality 
is about to be located in Pomoujt, and 
there is cause for rejoicing among the 
deciduous fruit growers in these parts, 
inasm uch as a perm anent home mur- 
ket for their products may now be 
had here. 
Last week J. H. Mertz, of Hedalia, 
Mo., arrived in Pomona, and, im­ 
pressed with the fact that this is a 
firs t-c la s s location for A fruit canning 
factory, at once wr to to C. C. Morse, 
a former fruit canner at Windsor, 
Mo., and who is now in Southern Cal­ 
ifornia, to come to Pomona. Messrs. 
Mertz and Morse immediately decided 
to build a cannery here, provided they 
had aid from the Pomona citizens. 
The proposition for aid was no 
sooner made to our city business men 
than a subscription paper was started, 
and in less than thirty hours a sum of 
money was subscribedfttt'ficinnt for 
buying lots 1 and 2‘ in block 22, and 
for presenting the same to the can­ 
ning company for the erection of the 
factory, evaporator, etc. The papers 
were signed by Messrs. Mertz and 
Morse and a committee of our busi­ 
ness men yesterday. 
Mr. Mertz was 
interviewed by a reporter for the Pro­ 
gress yesterday afternoon. “ Yes, sir,” 
said Mr. Mertz, “ we are going to 
build a first-class cannery here in Po­ 
mona. 
We are going to put at least 
♦15,000 
in the 
business, 
and it 
looks now as if about $22,030 will 
have to be put info the business to 
start with. The work of building will 
be begun in a few weeks, and will bo 
pushed very fast. 
We shall order 
two evaporating machines to-morrow, 
and they will be the best we can buy. 
I t is now so late in the season that we 
may not be able to do much canning 
th is year, but we shall be able to 
evaporate over 700 bushels or about 
35000 pounds of fruit every twenty-four 
hours.

T. M. Macdonald, Secretary to the 
King's College Hospital. London, tells 
the following story of a dog's sagacity : 
“ At a quarter to 9 on Sunday morn­ 
ing, July 31st, the porter in charge of 
the entrance hall of the hospital heard 
a dog harking at the door, and, com 
iug out to send him away, found three 
dogs there, two of them (white and 
tan terriers) standing up on top of the 
flight of the steps at the door, while 
the third, along-haired collie, lay be­ 
side them close to the door- sera per, 
‘looking’—to quote the words of the 
porter who reported the case to me— 
‘very sorrowful,’ and exhausted by 
loss of blood. 
“As soon as the porter came out the 
two terriers left the collie with him 
and ran off. Steing the sad plight 
that the dog was in, the porter show­ 
ed him to one of the medical students 
who happened to enter tho hospital at 
the moment, he w'ent into the front 
surgery to get bandages and water to 
clean the loot, the dog meanwhile 
lying quiet, and taking not much 
notice of anybody. 
When the sur­ 
geon returned the dog had moved 
away from the door, across the drive 
to the railings of the grass plot oppo­ 
site the hospital. 
‘On examination it was found that 
the dog had an artery cut on his right 
foreleg, with a three-inch wound. 
The leg was dressed aud bandaged 
and the hemorrhage arrested, and the 
dog lay outside tho hospital on the 
grass for a couple of hours and then 
went away. The blood-stained foot­ 
marks of the dog were afterwards 
traced back to the spot where he had 
received his injury in Yate’s court 
behind the hospital, where there was 
a pool of blood.

justice a hole, just 
large enough 
to admit a dog, was found, with a 
«harp bit of glass lodged under it, and 
it would appear that the dog cut him­ 
self in an effort to force his way 
through to Yate’s court. It was clear 
from the marks made by his pads 
that he took the shortest possible cut 
to the hospital, his tracks being round 
three sides of the building, close un­ 
der its walls. 
He had made his way 
up Clement’s lane, through Grange 
court, round Carey street, and up 
through the hospital gates to the 
•door; his two friends accompanied 
him up the steps and barked till they 
Attracted attention and secured his 
Admission as an out-patient.”

Some very interesting experiments 
were recently made in England to 
determine how it is the dog is en­ 
abled to follow the trail of his master. 
A gentleman used for a series of tests 
a pointer with which he had hunted 
.for several years. Every precaution 
«was taken to prevent tho dog’s being 
«guided by anything but tho sense of 
•of smell. The hunter, witli his hunt­ 
ing boots on, first walked about a 
mile over the grass, turning in various 
directions, and then hid himself. The 
•dog, not having seen him, of course, 
was brought to tho starting place, 
when lie at once took tiie trail and 
followed it rapidly and accurately un­ 
til he found his master. The hunter 
then headed a procession of twelve

When the 
master wore the boots of tho stranger 
the dog would not follow, nor would 
he follow the trail of the stranger 
when he walked with naked feet, but 
did follow his master under the same 
conditions, though‘slowly aud with 
much

low. He then resumed his hunting 
boots, after pasting paper under the 
soles and along the sides; but the dog 
paid no attention to the trail until a 
point was reached where a very small 
piece of paper had fallen from the 
boot; from that on the trail was fol­ 
lowed rapidly. In the last experi­ 
ment the hunter, with his hunting 
boots on, free of paper, walked fifty 
yards and then drew off his boots and 
walked 300 yards barefooted, but 
holding his boots in his hand, which 
hung aown. Then, raising his arm 
and still holding the boots, he walked
